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THE CUBAN QUESTION. 


Two leading newspapers have. polled 
the members of Congress on the question 
of the United States recognizing the bel- 
ligerent rights of the Cuban insurgents. 

The majority of those in favor of 
friendly action towards the Cubans at 

the earliest time consistent with our 
obligations to a nation with whom we 
are at peace is so great as to give the 
practical effect of unanimity. In reality 
the only point of difference is the ques- 
tion of the circumstances which warrant 
action by the United States. 

When the time comes for the determin- 
ation of the conduct of this Government 
in the matter of Cuba's struggle, Secre- 
tary Olney may depend upon an over- 
whelming sentiment in favor of extend- 
ing a helpful hand to Cuba. He may take 
it for granted that no matter what atti- 
tude he may assume, Congress will record 
the sympathy of Americans for the 
Cuban cause. 

The matter of policy is the only doubt- 
ful element in the Cuban question. There 
is a wide scope of action under inter- 
national law which requires the setting 
up of a form of government and a pros- 
pect of success as precedents to recog- 
nition of belligerency. A reasonable de- 
‘fense against the charge of unwarranted 
interference with Spain's affairs is all 
that is needed by our Government. 

The Cubans are rapidly furnishing us 
with this defense. After many months 
of fighting with more soldiers than were 
ever landed on American shores by a 
foreign nation, Spain is unable to put 
down the insurrection and enforce her 
rule. On the contrary the revolution is 
growing in strength and the weight of 
success is on its side. 

It is fair to presume, therefore, that 
the cause of independence has the sup- 
port of the majority of the Cuban people 
and has both the right and the power of 
sovereignty. When it assumes an or- 
ganized form the United States is justi- 
fled in according it the rights of war. 

To this recognition at the earliest op- 
portunity the American people are im- 
pelled by their principles, traditions and 
sympathies.

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OUR ANTI-TOXIN SUPPLY. 


The efficacy of the anti-toxin secured 
by the Health Department from the 
Poor-house horse seems to have been 
fully proved. The tests with guinea pigs 
have been supplemented with a success- 
ful test in a case of diphtheritic croup. 

Of the general efficacy of anti-toxin in 
treatment of diphtheria there can no 
longer be the slightest question. It is 
not an unfailing remedy, but it ‘is effica- 
clous in so great a percentage of cases 
thet it must be classed among the most 
valuable discoveries. of modern medical 
science. 

The statistics of experiments with anti- 
toxin in the hospitals of this country, 
France and Germany show most gratify- 
ing results. Of 10,312 cases of diphtheria 
treated between Oct. 1, 1894, and April 
1, 1895, 5,838 were treated with anti-toxin 
and the mortality was 10 per- cent. Of 
4,449 cases not treated with anti-toxin 
the mortality was 16 per cent. 

In the cases of young children the re- 
porte are even more favorable, the mor- 
tality under anti-toxin treatment being 
reduced to 4 per cent. 

Private physicians are without the 
means and facilities 40 provide them- 
selves with anti-toxin and must look 
to publlo sanitary departments for sup- 
plies. The Health Department is serv- 
ing its highest usefulness, therefore, in 
placing within reach of all at the least 
cost an unfailing supply of reliable 
serum.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 21.—A letter 
dated Aug. W has been received in this city 
from Gen. Maximo Gomez, Commander-in- 
Chief of the Cuban army, at his headquar- 
ters in Camaguey. The letter is addressed 
to the Secretary of the Cuban revolutionary 
party in the United States and sums up the 
condition of the military affairs in the ex- 
cited island. -Among other things the letter 
save: 


“We are on the eve of the constitution of 
the Government. The representatives of 
the State of Santiago de Cuba, at * Ra- 
fael Portundo, Dr. Jaquin Castillo, Dr. 
Manduley and Civil Engineers P. Aguilers 
and M Mariano Sanchez, have arrived 
already, and those of Camaguey, headed by 
the Marquis of Santa Lucia, are waiting only 
for those appointed by the State of Las VII- 
las in order to form the assembly and elect 
an executive and cabinet and appoint, with 
sufficient powers, our ministers abroad, es. 
333 the. diplomatic agent in the United 

tates, who will be authorized to raise loans 
for the republic. With a few more expert 
tions, we will be able to arm the rest of our 
increasing forces, resist the winter campaign 
and extend our occupation to Matanzas. 

„„As to the war carried on against us, the 
Spanish have done little to diminish our 

strength. 

The late personal defeat of Gen. Campos 
at the hands of brave Gen. Maceo has caused 
the prestige and fame of the Spanish Cap- 
tain General to suffer a great loss and the 
discipline of his troops to be endangered. 
The success of the revolution is assured.
